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Our County 
Federation 


Monday, November 15, 1920, was a 
red letter day in the history of Inyo 
County for it was on that day that 
there arrived in Bishop three women 
who came to organize the women’s 
clubs of the county into a federation. 
For several years Inyo county had 
had a federation extension secretary, 
Mrs. Leicester Hall, who had been 
instrumental in getting many of the 
clubs to join the state federation but 
there had been no county federation. 
After the death of Mrs. Hall, in 
which the club movement lost one of 
its most efficient workers, Mrs.George 
Vonderheide was appointed federation 
secretary and continued the work 
cf bringing the clubs in the county 
into the state federation with grati¬ 
fying results. In the fall of 1920 the 
matter of a county federation was 
taken up and on the 15th of November 
Mrs. S. T. Exley, president of the 
Los Angeles District, Mrs. J. C. 
Urquhart, District Chairman of 
Americanization, and Mrs. Gates, Dis¬ 
trict Chairman cf Music, came to 
assist with the organizing of the 
County unit. Those who attended 





the meetings held that week in the 
four towns in the valley, Bishop, 
Big Pine, Independence, and Lone 
Pine, will long remember the inspir¬ 
ing and uplifting addresses made by 
these women. 

Tuesday afternoon, November 16, 
at the Bishop opera house the county 
federation was formed with the fol¬ 
lowing as officers: Mrs. George Von- 
derheide of Bishop, president; Mrs. E. 
H. Edwards, of Lone Pine, vice-presi¬ 
dent; Mrs. Nettie Webb, of Big Pine, 
recording secretary; Mrs. Jess Hes- 
sion of independence, treasurer. The 
history and work of the Woman’s 
Improvement Club of Bishop was 
given by the president of the club, 
Mrs. F. K. Andrews, and a report of 
the work of the Athena Club was 
given by Miss Maud E. Truscott. 
Mrs. J. S. McQueen, Chairman of 
Indian Welfare for Los Angeles Dis¬ 
trict, and whom the chairman intro¬ 
duced as the “Mother of Clubs in 
Inyo County,” on behalf of the clubs, 
presented the guests with gifts in 
the form of Indian baskets. Mrs. 
W. C. Parcher was appointed County 
Chairman of Americanization. 

From Bishop, the visitors were 
taken to Big Pine where a large and 
successful meeting was held, with the 
Friday Afternoon Study Club, which 
had been federated since 1917, acting 





as hostess. The next meeting was 
held at Independence and here a new 
club was organized, the Women’s 
Club of Independence. At Lone Pine 
the Varied Amusements Club had 
been federated with the state body 
since 1914 and as a result of the 
enthusiastic meeting held in thi« 
town the Parent Teachers Associa¬ 
tion and the Women’s Athletic Club 
soon followed suit. 

The next year on March 23 a 
county convention was held at Lone 
Pine at which time a constitution 
and by-laws were adopted and new 
officers elected. These officers were 
as follows: Mrs. Jess Hession, 

president; Mrs. W. S. Eldred, 
vice-president; Mrs. J. W. Dixon, 
recording secretary; Mrs. John C. 
Morris, treasurer. The federation 
now numbered eight clubs and inter¬ 
esting reports were made from the 
presidents of these organizations. The 
federation voted to assist in the 
publication of The Story of Inyo, by 
W. A. Chalfant, and with this 
worth while oject to work for, the 
clubwomen felt that their county unit 
was firmly established. With each 
year the interest in the federation 
has increased and the organization 
has come to mean much in the com¬ 
munity life of the valley. 

In November of 1922 the county 




was honored with a visit from the 
state president, Mrs. William A. Fitz¬ 
gerald, and president of the Los 
Angeles District, Mrs. John C. 
Urquhart. These women spoke in 
all four towns, and with their inspir¬ 
ing words and friendly attitude to all 
whom they met made many friends 
for the cause. 

Last spring at the annual con¬ 
vention which was held at Big Pine 
the officers for the year 1923 and 
1924 were elected as follows: Mrs. 
O. C. Houghton, president; Mrs. C. 
O. Dominy, vice-president; Miss Anne 
Margrave, recording secretary; Mrs. 
Frank Andrews, treasurer. 

As each year has passed and the 
members of the federation have 
come together v at board meetings or 
in conventions, there has grown up 
between them a bond of friendship 
such as must exist between people 
having the same ideals and working 
for the same cause, the progress of 
the community, and this friendship is 
daily and hourly helping to bring all 
of the people in our valley into closer 
harmony and helping us to know 
and respect each other more fully.

By-Laws For Inyo County 
Federation 


NAME 

ARTICLE 1. This Federation shall 
be known as “The Inyo County Fed¬ 
eration of Women’s Clubs.” 

OBJECT 

ARTICLE II. Its object shall be 
to co-operate with the State and 
District Federations and to unite the 
clubs in Inyo County for mutual 
helpfulness and for the promotion 
of educational, moral, social and 
civic measures. 

MEMBERSHIP 

ARTICLE III. 

Section 1. Any club of Inyo 
County, which is a member of the 
California Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, may become a member of 
The Inyo County Federation of 
Women’s Clubs upon application to 
the Corresponding Secretary, who 
shall report the same to the execu¬ 
tive Board at its next regular meet¬ 
ing. 

Section 2. An application for 
membership shall be accompanied by 
a copy of the Constitution and By- 
Laws of the Club to be filed with 
the Corresponding Secretary. 

Section 3. Every club belonging to 
the Federation shall report to the 
Corresponding Secretary of the Fed¬ 
eration, immediately after its elec¬ 
tion, the names of the officers elected 







and the number of club mmebers. 

OFFICERS 

, ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. The officer's of this 
Federation shall be a President, 
Vice-President, Recording Secretary, 
Corresponding Secretary, and Treas¬ 
urer. These offices with the Presi¬ 
dents of the Clubs and Chairmen of 
Departments, shall constitute an 
Executive Board to do all necessary 
business of the Federation. 

Section 2. Vacancies in. office shall 
be filled by the Executive Board. 

Section 3. All State and District 
officers, who are members of clubs 
belonging to this Federation, shall 
be ex-officio members of the Exe¬ 
cutive Board. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS 

ARTICLE V. 

Section 1. The President shall 
preside at all meetings of the Fed¬ 
eration and of the Executive Board. 
She shall be ex-officio member of 
all committees and perform such 
other duties as pertain to her 
office. 

Section 2. The Vice-President shall 
perform the duties of the President in 
her absence and assist her in devis¬ 
ing and executing plans of work. It 
shall be the duty of the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent to have general supervision 
over clubs remote from the section 
in which the President resides. 

Section 3. The Recording Secre¬ 
tary shall keep the minutes of all 
Federation and Executive Board 
meetings and have charge of all 







papers pertaining to her office. She 
shall furnish a report of action 
taken by the Executive Board to all 
board members absent from the 
meeting. 

Section 4. The Corresponding Sec¬ 
retary shall conduct all correspond¬ 
ence and shall keep a correct list 
of Federated Clubs and perform all 
other duties pertaining to her office. 

Section 5. The Treasurer shall 
hold all moneys belonging to the 
Federation. Thirty (30) days prior 
to the Spring Convention she shall 
notify all clubs that their yearly dues 
are now due and payable. She shall 
receive the dues from the clubs, 
giving a receipt for the same. She 
shall pay all bills approved by the 
President and Executive Board. 

MEETINGS 

ARTICLE VI. 

Section 1. The meetings of the 
Federation shall occur twice a year 
the time and place to be determined 
by the Executive Board after consult¬ 
ation with the President of the Dis¬ 
trict. The Spring meeting shall be 
the Business Convention and shall 
be held prior to the District Conven¬ 
tion. 

Section 2. Special meetings may 
be called by the President or at the 
request of five club presidents. 

Section 3. The Executive Board 
shall meet at a time and place de¬ 
cided by the Board. 

Section 4. Five per cent (5%) of 
the registered delegates, two of 
whom shall be officers, shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum at the business 




convention of the Federation. 

Five (5) members of the Executive 
Board, one of whom shall be an 
officer, shall constitute a quorum of 
the Executive Board. 

DUES 

ARTICLE VII. 

Section 1. The yearly dues shall 
be 15 cents per capita, payable at 
the call of the Treasurer and de¬ 
linquent at the annual Spring meet¬ 
ing. 

Section 2. Dues are to be com¬ 
puted on the paid up membership of 
each club at the close of the 
previous year. 

REPRESENTATION 

ARTICLE VIII 

Section 1. Each club shall be 
represented at the semi-annual con¬ 
ventions of the Federation by its 
President or her representative and 
one delegate for every fifteen mem¬ 
bers or majority fraction thereof. 

Section 2. Any club woman may 
attend the County Federation meet¬ 
ings and take part in the discus¬ 
sions, but the voting body is re¬ 
stricted to the representation as 
designated. 


ELECTIONS 

ARTICLE IX 

Section 1. All officers (except the 
Corresponding Secretary who is ap¬ 
pointed by the President) shall be 
elected for two years. The election 
shall be held at the Business Con¬ 
vention in the spring. 








Section 2. The nominating com¬ 
mittee shall consist of one member 
from each club whose name shall be 
sent to the chairman of the commit¬ 
tee (who shall be appointed by the 
President) thirty days prior to the 
Business Convention of the election 
year. The committee shall convene 
and nominate officers and the names 
of all candidates shall be presented 
to the Convention before the election 
occurs. 

Section 3. The election of officers 
shall be by viva-voce vote unless 
more than one candidate for an office 
be presented, then the election shall 
be by ballot and a plurality vote shall 
elect. 

DEPARTMENT CHAIRMAN 

ARTICLE X. 

The chairman of each department 
shall be appointed by the President 
with the approval of the Executive 
Board, and shall become a member 
of the Executive Board upon such 
appointment. 

AMENDMENTS 

ARTICLE XI. 

These by-laws may be amended at 
any annual Business Convention by 
a two-thirds vote. Proposed amend¬ 
ments shall first be substituted to 
the District President and appended 
to the call for the Convention. 

RULES OF ORDER 

ARTICLE XII. 

All parliamentary procedure shall 
be governed by Robert’s Rules of 
Order, Revised.
